Useful  in  hastening  the  union  of  fractured  bones  and 
in  bones  softened  by  venereal  taint  it  has  been  of  material 
advantage.

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5th.  Sodium,  Sulphate  of  (Sulphate  ofSoda.) 

‘‘  Chloride  of  (Chloride  of  Sodium.) 

Sulphate  of  Sodium  in  large  doses  is  an  efficient  cathar¬ 
tic  in  small  doses  an  aperient  and  diuretic,  used  locally  in 
aphthous  sore  mouth  useful  in  controlling  suppurative  ul¬ 
cers  and  all  suppurative  affections  of  the  mucus  membranes 
as  well  as  the  urinary  passages,  the  bronchial  tubes  and  the 
alimentary  canal.

nate  choleraic  diarrhoea  and  as  an  absorbent  or  a  protec¬ 
tion  of  the  intestinal  coats  and  in  the  treatment  of  rheuma¬ 
tism  and  gout  for  the  purpose  of  eliminating  uric  acid  by 
the  urine.  M.  Garrandand  Trosseau  U.  S.  Dis,  1756, 

9th.  Sulphuric  Acid. 

Medical  properties,  tonic,  antiseptic,  refrigerant  and  as¬ 
tringent.  Is  given  in  typhoid  fevers  and  often  with  advan¬ 
tage.  In  the  convalescence  from  protracted  fevers  it  acts 
beneficially  as  a  tonic,  exciting  the  appetite  and  promoting 
digestion*  As  an  astringent  it  is  employed  in  colliquative 
sweats,  passive  hemorrhages  and  diarrhoeas  dependent  on 
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a  relaxed  condition  of  the  mucous  membranes  of  the  intes¬ 
tines.  In  calculous  affections  attended  with  phosphate  sed¬ 
iments  it  is  the  proper  remedy,  being  preferable  to  muriat¬ 
ic  acid  as  less  apt  by  continued  use  to  disorder  the  stomach. 
It  is  used  as  an  ingredient  in  gargling  ulcerated  sore  throat 
and  for  checking  excessive  ptyalism  also  as  a  wash  for  cuta¬ 
neous  eruptions  and  ill-conditioned  ulcers.  In  1851  Mr. 
Buxton,  of  London  called  attention  to  the  remarkable  effi¬ 
cacy  of  diluted  sulphuric  acid  in  several  forms  of  diarrhoea, 
especially  choloraic  diarrhoea.  In  1853  Dr.  Fuller,  of  St, 
George’s  Hospital, published  in  London  Med.  Times  and  Gaz~ 
an  article  in  which  he  strongly  recommends  it  in  chole- 
riac  diarrhoea  from  hisown  experience  and  that  of  his  friends 
in  more  than  ninety  cases  without  a  single  failure.  The 
dose  was  half  a  ffuidraclnn  diluted  with  water  given  every 
twenty  minutes  in  ordinary  cases,  every  quarter  of  an  hour 
in  severe  cases.  The  vomiting  purging  and  cramps  usual¬ 
ly  ceased  after  third  or  fourth  dose.  U.  S.  Dis.  1013.

joints  and  ligamentous  tissues  of  gouty  patients, ’consisting 
chieflyof  urate  of  soda.  Lithia  in  dilute  solution  has  also- 
been  foimd  to  act  powerfully  as  a  diuretic.

Dr.  J.  D.  Palmer  considers  it  a  sedative,  hav¬ 
ing  employed  it  in  a  variety  of  painful  affections,  and  also 
as  a  soporific  in  cases  which  did  not  admit  of  the  use  of 
opium,  and  in  every  instance  with  the  desired  result.  Am, 
Journ.  of  Pharm.  Nov:  1868,  p.  516,  U.  S,  Dis.  1764. 

13th.  Cohalt  Sulphate— Sulphate  of  Cobalt, 

Has  been  employed  in  rheumatism — is  an  emetic  in  doses 
of  10  or  20  grains:

15th.  Copper  Sulphate — Sulphate  of  Copper. 

Medical  properties— tonic  and  astringent  in  small  doses— 
a  prompt  emetic  in  large.  Given  in  intermittent  fever,  ep¬ 
ilepsy  and  other  spasmodic  diseases.  In  croup  as  an  emet¬ 
ic  has  met  with  encouraging  success.  M.  Honerkoff,  a 
Herman  practitioner  speaks  warmly  of  his  success  with  it 
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in  this  disease;  out  of  ninety  cases  he  reports  cure  of  sev¬ 
enty-seven  Journ.  of  pharm.  Oct.  1855. 

Sulphate  of  copper  has  als  >  been  highly  recommend¬ 
ed  in  chronic  diarrhoea  and  is  said  to  have  been  very  suc- 
fully  used  in  cholera.  U.  S.  Dis.  369.
